WASHINGTON, July 14.--“Santiago surrendered at 3” is the significant announce-| 
ment that reached the President at 3:06 this afternoon. It came ina dispatch from a 
signal service officer at Playa del Este, and told the result of the meeting of the capitu- 
lation commissioners in the mosi brief and concise form of any of the numerous dis- 
patches laid before the President during the day. | 

The dispatch was well ahead of the official message from Shafter. Santiago time 
is 55 minutes ahead of Washington, which accounts for the quick receipt of the result, 
the Commissioners not meeting until 2:30. 

A few minutes after this message had come to the President, the following was re- 
ceived by Chief Signal Service Officer Greely:

RuNO, Nev., July 14.—Train robbers made 
a large haul on the Southern Pacific last 


night. 
So far they have baffled pursuit, and it 


appears probable that they will not be 


caught. 

The train held up was known as No. l, 
and was an east-bound passenger. 

Shortly after it had passed Humboldt, 
the train was stopped by danger signals. 

Before the locomotive came to a stand- 
still it was boarded by two masked men, 
who. with drawn revolvers, compelled the 
engineer to cut loose from the train and run 
up the road several miles. 

Others at once began operations on the 
express car, which carried a through safe. 

The key not being in possession of the ex- 
press messenger, dynamite was employed 
and the safe was almost demolished. 

The express company declines to state 
the amount in the safe, but admits that 
the robbers’ booty was large. 

The place selected for the robbery waé ex- 
cellent for the bandits’ purpose and ail in- 
dications point to long and careful prepara- 
tion. ‘ 

While it was evident that the majority of 
the men engaged in the robbery had hed 
previous experience in the line, it is sue- 
pected that their information came from 
sources trusted ‘by the express company. 

It is no secret that the robbery was 
planned on a night when the express treas- 
ure was exceptionally heavy and the high- 
waymen worked directly upon the through 
safe. 

The passengers were not molested and no 
effort was made to secure anything beside 
the contents of the safe. 

The robbers made their escape on horses, 
which had been concealed near by. They 
are being hunted by men both afoot and on 
horseback and a pack of bloodhounds have 
been sent for to take the trial. 

It is said that detectives have aleo been 
employed on the case to ferret out the sus- 
pected informants of the robbers.

H UP 
AN OLD MURDER, 


‘Man in Chester Prison Says 
He Killed Officer Walsh. 


CRIME COMMITTED 
EIGHTEEN YEARS AGO. 


CHIEF CLERK OF THE ILLINOIS 
PENITENTIARY HERE LOOK- 
ING FOR A REWARD. 


HE DECLARES THE CONVICT 
HAS CONFESSED THE DEED. 


Dead Policeman Was at That Time a 
Partner on the Beat With the 
Present Chief, and Was 
Slain Mysteriously. 


A. C. Millspaugh, chief clerk of the IIli- 
nois penitentiary at Chester, walked into 
Chief Campbell's office at the Four Courts 
Wednesday afternoon and announced that 
if allowed to collect what reward may be 
outstanding, he would clear the mysterious 
murder of Policeman Michael Walsh, who 
was shot at Sixteenth and Olive streets, 
18 years ago. 

This information startled Chief Camp- 
bell and interested him deeply, for he was 


only a patrolman himself 18 years ago, 
and the murdered policeman was his part- 
ner on the beat. 

Millspaygh said the man who murdered 
the policeman is now a prisoner in the 
Chester penitentiary, having been sent 
there for another crime, 

“Who is he?’ Chief Campbell asked. 

“I cannot reveal his name until I learn 
something about the reward,’ Millspaugh 
replied. 

Mfiispaugh says he thas obtained a full 
ccnfession from the convict, and that there 
is no doubt as to his guilt. But Chief 
Campbell sees in this confession the possi- 
bility of a ruse on the part of the convict 
to gain his liberty. So far as known, there 
were no witnesses to the murder, and 
those who had indirect evidence have 
mostly moved away or died. Under such 
conditions it would be difficult to secure 
a convietion, since indictments are rarely 
based on confessions. Before the accused 
could be tried for murder a pardon from 
the penitentiary would be necessary, and 
therein is the chance for freedom. 

Mr. Millspaugh spent the greater part of 
Wednesday afternoon searching through 
the musty records in the Coroner's office. 
He was seeking the transcript of evidence 
brought out at the inquest, but it had been 
mislaid. He is firm in the belief that he 
has the murderer. He says he wants what 
reward he can get, but if there ts none 
standing, he will make public all he knows, 
feeling that he has performed a good serv- 
ice. It Is believed that the rewards offered 
by the State and city have been outlawed 
by time. 

Several men were arrested at different 
times for the Walsh murder, but none was 
convicted, Chief Campbell says he was talk- 
ing with Walsh on the night of Dec. 5, 1880, 
only a few minutes before the murder. The 
two officers separated, going in different di- 
rections. A short while after that Chief 
Campbell saw an ambulance dashing along. 
He called to the driver and asked him 
where he was going. 

“I have Officer Walsh,”’ said the driver, 
“and I am going to take thim to the 
Morgue, for he has died since I picked him 
u ’? 


The dead policeman was found on the 
sidewalk, in a pool of his own blood, within 
a few minutes after he parted from Chief 
Campbell. The shooting has alwdys been 
surrounded with mystery, for Walsh ex- 
pired without making any statement. 

Chief Campbell will act on the suggestions 
given by ‘Millspaugh and results are ex- 
pected within a short while... According to 
Millspaugh, the Chester convict says he 
killed the officer because he tried to arrest 
him. Millspaugh has not yet giVen out the 
details of the confession. 

Patrolman Mike Walsh was one of the 
handsomest men on the force 18 years ago. 
He was familiarly known to hundreds as 
“Candy” Walsh. He was tall and of mag- 
nificent physique, graceful and refined. and 
as brave as a lion. He was marrie just 
a few years before he was murdered, and 
left a young wife and a baby only a few 
months ol 
.One of the saddest scenes ever enacted 
was witnessed in the morgue as day was 
dawning Dec, 5, 1880. While the dead po- 
liceman lay on a marble slab with the gae 
light flickering above Sum his wife. with 
their babe in her arms, dashed into the 
room. Walsh was yet in hie uniform. He 
had been shot through the heart. ere 
was internal hemorrhage, but the uniform 
was scarcely stained. fis handsome face 
was somewhat pallid, but the features were 
composed and he ap red as though he 
were in a tranquil sleep. The young wife 
leaned over her husband, pressed her Hips 
against his and swooned away. She was 
gently carried out and sent to her home 
in an ambulance. 

The murder occurred in front of the resi. 
dence of John R. Lionberger, then a prom- 
inent merchant, living on Olive street. near 
Sixteenth street. Geveral attempts had 
been made by burglars to loot the prem- 
ises. as it was generally supposed that the 
wealthy merchant kept much of his money 
at home. The police kept an unusually 
watchful eye on the premises. and it has 
ever been thought that Walsh owed his 
death to burglars who intended robbing 
the Lionberger home. 

Patrolman Walsh was a familiar figure 
downtown. He walked the Post-Dispatch 
beat and was known to all of the active 
hewspaper men of that period.
